YORK, Dec. 23.—There -was a 


lively time at the opening of tho stock 
exchange this morning. 
Tho brokers 


were in better spirits, and long before the 
opening it seemed certain that a strong 
reaction had set in. The good feeling 
manifested was attributed to a, better feel- 
ing for Americans in London, the antici. 
pated issuance of loan certificates by the 


i clearing-house if necessary, and efforts at 
Washington to relieve the treasury situa- 
tion. 


The feature of the opening was the 


enormous number of "outside" investors, 
which had the effect of steadying the 
market. 
Practically all foreign houses 


had buying orders this morning. Orders 
came from all parts of the continent, and 
ran into thousands of shares. 


The fact that all settlements to the 


stock exchange clearing house were com- 
pleted before 10.30 o'clock was another 
element which tended to inspire confi- 
dence. As the settlements were carried 
through successfully sensational rumors 
current last Saturday about impending 
failures of big stock exchange firms, were 
at once set at rest. Prices in the first 
hour advanced anywhere from 1 to 61-2 
per cent. 


Boston reports stocks active and strong- 


er, gains ranging as high as four per cent. 
The failure is announced this forenoon of 
Gould, Hall & Co., brokers, 8 Exchange 
Place, a small house. 


The clearing house association this af- 


ternoon decided to issue loan certificates, 
which will bear six per cent, interest and 
commission of one sixteenth per cent. No 
bank has applied for certificates yet. 


A further rise in prices was recorded af- 


ter 11 o'clock and brokers with Vanderbilt 
and other strong connections were buyers 
of the market. The advance was brought 
about by realizations by operators who had 
bought for a turn and there was reaction 
of one to two per cent. At 12 30 the mar- 
ket was firm.

FOUR PRIXOPAl CHARACTERISTICS. 


Editors and Miaisters May Injure a City's 


Reputation for Truth by Getting U 


Into their Hiads that They 


Stand for Reform. 


In St, John's church yesterday cvenin 


Rev. John C. Tebbetts preached a sermo 
on the subject, "The New City." 
Mr 


Tebbetts took ashis test the eighth chapte 
Zachariah to the fifth verse. He said th 
prophet was contemplating the future o 
the holy city, tho restoration of Jenm 
1cm after the captivity, was ended. 
Th 


picture was a beautiful and pathetic one. 
There were four features the prophet ha 
spoken of. First, the city . of Jerusalem 
shall be called a city of truth; second, thi 
mountain of the Lord (of Hosts shall bi 
called the holy mountain; third, it shaj 
be a safe place for the ssed, those pas 
the activities of life, and fourth, the stree 
of the city shall be full of boys and gjrls 
playing in them. The time was, Mr. Teb 
belts said, when Jerusalem hud all these 
Equity was in her gates and there was 
judgment and right. But Jerusalem hac 
fallen. There had been-Iniquity and un 
truthfulness. The city ihad become de- 
filed. 


These four characteristics, the,speaker 


said might well be connected with any 
city in the land. Letjus think of them 
connected with our ne,w city. The first 
then is our city should be a city of truth 
which means that we should be just anc 
true in all things, one with another anc 
with outsiders. Here the individual char- 
acter is concerned. Particular attention 
was paid to our relations with those ol 
other communities and it was shown how 
a city's reputation for truth could be in- 
jured by the actions of one dishonest man, 
which might leave no good impressions 
in the minds of those he came in contact 
with. It was then said the truth of a city 
should be shown in its institutions, its 
press and pulpit. Tho press or pulpit of 
a city, it was held, conld do injury to it. 
Let an editor or a. minister get it into his 
head that he stands for reform and he is 
liable to go to extremes, and to do injury. 
It was shown that such an editor or such 
a minister could do wrong by looking into 
closets and dark places for that he was in 
search of and thereby injure the character 
of the city, not only 'by giving it a reputa- 
tion for untruthfulness, but by the injury 
he would work upon the minds of its peo- 
ple. The reputation of a city for truth 
may also be injured by ihe conduct of its 
public affairs. Mr. Tebbetts said, and he 
instanced New York as an example where 
a city's government destroys a city's good 
reputation. In all these things, he said in 
closing his remarks iip^n the first charac- 
teristic, we should be careful. 


The second characteristic the speaker 


thought was the most important. 
This 


characterizing feature was that which 
was expressed by the prophet when he 
said that the mountain of the Lord shall 
be called the holy mountain. Mr. Teb- 
betts words were to the eflect that the 
places of the holy in a community are the 
highest mark of that committee's morals. 
The churches are the centres of the high 
tst social and spiritual life. 
Through 


them we pass to pare and wholesome 
lives and through them pass to the city o^ 
God. 
In her churches, Mr. Tebbetts said, 


this community is a favored place. They 
are not too numerous and are strong. Re- 
ligion is carried into our schools, to our 
homes and into many of our public 
gatherings. Let us see that this power is 
not diminished. 


The third characteristic for the new city 


was the third for the new Jerusalem. 
It 


was considered that in a young and thriv- 
ing community there is apt to be too little 
heed given to the necessities of those who 
have done their work ui this life and are 
about to depart from it. Men are too apt 
to concern themselves with other things. 
But there is no higher civic duty than the 
care of such persons. The debt that is 
owing to most of these can never be paid. 
Mr. Tebbetts hoped to see established ' ore." Her°pieces were well cboseiifand 


MORE ROOM NEEDED FOR THE NURSES 


Kitchen and Dining (loom to it cxtind^d 


• rid the Addition to bs Threa Sto- 


ries High. A Much Ne;dsd 


Improvement. 


The question of an inersise In the cap- 


acity of the hospital has been de3n!tely 
settled and the inspection committee of 
the board of control has been authorized 
to obtain estimates of the cost of the con* 
templated addition to the institution. The 
demand for more rooms has been imper- 
ative for many months past, yet the board 
of control did not deem it advisable to in- 
cur a debt on that account if it could pos- 
sibly be avoided, and' consequently the 
matter was reluctantly set aside as being 
too expensive for consideration. 
The 


upper story of the building was converted 
into apartments for the nurses last sum- 
mer and the congested condition of the 
hospital was thereby temporarily relieved. 
With the coming of fall the hospital was 
taxed to its utmost capacity and in many 
instances cases bad to be turned away be- 
cause of the limited room. At such times 
the nurses are seriously inconvenienced 
for want of sleeping accommodations. 


The work of the nurses is increased and 


the patients Ao not receive as much at- 
tention astheywouid if the institution 
would permit an addition to the number 
of nurses. What is needed is a nurses' 
home, a building apart from the institu- 
tion, and one which could be given up en- 
tirely to the nurses, for want of funds 
this essential part of every hospital is 
lacking at our institution and the nurses 
have been shifted about yearly to make 
room for the necessary number of pa- 
tients. With the advent of spring audits 
attendant increase of illness the hos- 
pital will be crowded full again, and it is 
to avoid this inconvenience that the board 
of control has decided to have an addition 
suilt. The proposed addition will 
be 


juilt on the northeast corner of tho insti- 
;ution. It is planned to extend 
the 


:itchen and dining room about forty feet 
and to make the addition three stories 
ligh. The rooms on the third floor, used 
by the nurses now, will be made over into 
patients' rooms and the two upper stories 
of the addition will be occupied by the 
nurses. The kitchen will be made much 
arger and the diet kitchen, a most im- 
portant feature in hospital training 
schools, will be made much larger. While 
;he dining room will be enlarged, it is 
.bought another private room will be 
fitted up on the first floor. 


The addition will be built early in the 


ipring and the changes thereby effected 
will be very *yelcome to the nurses and 
will permit of more patients being cared 
"or. It has been hoped since the fonnd- 
ng of the hospital that some liberally 
nclined person would donate a home for 
nurses, but no one has been thus gener- 
ius. The building of the addition has 
)ecn put off every year, not by any means 
or the purpose of waiting for such a dona- 
ion, 
but because of the expense, and the 


ime is now at hand when it can be no 
onger set aside. There is now undoubt' 
dly a very favorable opportunity for 
ome one to perpetuate his name and per- 
brm a very gracious act by endowing'the 
lospital with a nurses' home.

BOSTOX, Doc. SB.—An anclieno* deep in 


sympathy witli the Red Croia society 
movement, far 'lie relief of the Armenians 
heard M. H. Griilcslan leotnre lust ovenlnj 
In tho Boston Young Won»»nV Christian 
Association buildincr. 


Mr. Gnlesian spoke earnnqtlv upon these 


three poiutR. luto which ho divided the 
subject: "What Wai the Cans* of the 
Massacres in Armenia? Why tho Powers 
do Not Interfere. «ud WS«t ch« B»-» Om. 
Cnn Do." 


After briefly ptoturlng the Armenian 


life and character, and speaking of the 
treaty ot Paris, after th» Crimean war, by 
which the Christians of Turkey wero 
guaranteed religious freedom, the lecturer 
itated that the Armenian! ranrlo great 
progress In education and business, and 
the aultan became much alarmed. 
His 


fear increased after the Husso-Turkish 
war, following which a systematic perse- 
cution of the Armenians wag instituted. 


Mf. Gulesian stated that the sultan evi- 


dently kuaw that the European powers did 
not nieau business. Tho only argument 
which would bear weight with the Turk- 
ish government was force. The United 
States, as B disinterested nation which 
would not be looked upon jealously by the 
powers, should do something 


In the Nam* of Humanity, 


The speaker siikl he had beard people 


say that the United States had practically 
no army or navy with which to flght the 
Turk, but it seemed strange to him that 
there should be so much talk of war over 
the Venezuelan mat t*r. They could not 
fight for the suffering nnd dying Arme- 
nians, but they couid fight for soma sand 
in Venezuela. 


Speaking of Miss Barton's crusade, he 


said that, us the Red Cross society was au 
international order, it alone could peno- 
trate into Turkey without interference on 
the part of the Turkish government. He 
thought

only 
hope 


left to the 
thousands of little chil- 


dren starving In the mountains, and he 
explained that the society could do a vast 
amount of good in the way of establish- 
ing hospitals, bureaus, etc. About $100,- 
000 would bo required by Miss Barton be- 
fore she coukl start, and he made a strong 
pica for assistance to the cause.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—A number of pas- 


tors of Now York city and Brooklyn de- 
livered discourses yesterday upon the sub- 
ject of a possible war with England. Rev. 
Charles H. Eaton, pastor of the Church of 
the Diviue Paternity, preached a sermon 
on tho wickedness of war. 


It was deplorable, he Enid, that the 


day on which Christians were to celebrate 
the birth of Christ and proclaim from 
every pulpit the doctrines of peace, the nn- 
tion should be eagerly waiting the ul- 
timatum of statesmen and muttering! of 
war should fill the land. 


In the course of his sermon, "Civiliza- 


tion's Debt to Christianity," Rev. Dr. 
Madison C. Peters of the Bloomingdale 
Reformed church said: "War is cruel, 
hateful, wrong. War is hell. The politi- 
cal demagogues who at this Christmas- 
tide are shouting for war will be branded 
by the second sober thought oC the Ameri- 
can people <ai the criminals of tho 19th 
century. When these men had an oppor- 
tunity to fight for their own land, when 
the Stars and Stripes were trailiajr in tli. 
dust, they sent substitutes. 


"A war between England and America 


oould never be terminated until one or the 
othiir went into bankruptcy1 or had no 
mure men to fill the ranks. 
As the 


preacher of the Gospel of peace and uni- 
versal brotherhood, I call for arbitration. 
'Blessed are the peacemakers,' I pray 
that England and America may looit 
across the centuries and hear tho angels' 
proclamation, 'Peac* on Earth, Good Will 
to Men.'" 


Rev. Or. rarkhnrutt 


In 
the Madison Square Presbyterian 


church, took for his test, "Peace on Earth, 
Good Will to Men." The sermon led up 
to the Venezuelan question, and he made 
n passionate plea for peace. 
.He said in 


part: 


"It almost seemed as though there were 


a providence in the way in which those 
Christinas days synchronize the year with 
events that are just now filling our hearts 
with disturbance and throwing an un- 
comfortable shadow across the truck of 
the near future. Now, we do not care to 
beat about the bush in this mutter, but 
prefer to go straight to tho mark by say- 
ing thnt if Christendom wants to make 
the religion oC Jesus, with its Bethlehem, 
its angelic choir and its anthem of 'Ponce 
ou Earth' a laughing stock to the ungodly 
and a contempt to the heathen, tho best 
thing it can do will be to set the two fore- 
most Christian nations of the earth to 
work blowing up oue another's cities aud 
blowing out one another's bralus. 


"Unless we utterly misconceive the 


sentiment of the Christianized masses, 
both here and on the other side of the 
water—I say unless we utterly miscon- 
ceive that sentiment as it seems to be as- 
serting itself in sober second thought- 
such an issue will be morally impossible. 
But the church must now move to the 
front. 


"There will be no conflict that will go 


beyond the point of messages and pronun- 
oiamentoes on either side, if the church of 
the Bethlehem Christ comes out andrecords 
its veto. Christianity both here and in 
England is too thoroughly an integral 
part of national life for armies and navies 
to clash in warfare. We are not hero to 
discuss tho international technicalities of 
the case, 


"This is not the place to enter into a 


philosophical or historical exposition of 
the Monroe doctrine, only it is safe to say 
that this nation is not going to be drawn 
into an international conflict of arms— 
to the dishonor of Christianity, the dis- 
couragement of civilization, tho destruc- 
tion of life and treasure and the demoral- 
ization of our entire organic life—in be- 
half of a doctrine such that probably 90 per 
cent of a congregation, as well informed as 
this, would not be able to state intelligibly, 
und the other 10 per cent, who can state it, 
disagreeing among themselves as to 
whether the doctrine is applicable to the 
present situation. 


"We are cot speaking disparagingly of 


loyalty to country or patriotic regard for 
our national rights. But patriotic pas- 
si ous are incensed, and can easily be fired 
to the point where righteousness is ig- 
nored and reason and balanced considera- 
tion tabooed, and that is the mischief ot 
inflammatory sheets that make a paying 
newspaper business of fanning the flames 
of international animosity. I wish foi 
two weeks that it could be a state prison 
offense to print newspaper headlines with 
anything larger than small capitals. 


"If the nations would first take up th» 


business that belong! to them, and if Eng- 
land and the United States would join 
hands in the rather mare Gospel enter- 
prise of rescuing pillaged and outraged 
Armenia from, the dirty, bloody^grip of 
the Turks, these two nations of brothers 
would soon find themselves In good Chris 
tian condition of spirit probably to settle 
that little question of alvil engineering 
down in Venezuela in a way that would 
save both parties not only their pride and 
their heads, bnt their Christian repute." 


"A Spcclei of Hydrophobia." 


Of all the anti-war sermons preached in 


this city the fiercest was that preached in 
the Central Metropolitan church by Rev. 
S. P. Cadraau. Dr Cadman is an Amer- 
icanized Englishman, and his language 
was directed with equal vehemenco against 
tho war advocates of both countries. 


Beneath the thin veneer of religion. h» 


said, then wa» much of barbarism in all 
of us, when the howling* of the war dogs 
oould bring "S so near the throats of our 
neighbors. If war was averted, be said, II 
would be only because of the intervention 
of the religious. Dr. Cadman then de- 
nounced the chaplain of the house of rep- 
resentatives because of the prayer which 
be recently offered. 


Continuing, he said: "The English peo- 


ple aud newspapers, I am sorry to see, are 
no better than those on this side. 
The 


whole thing is characterized by species of 
hydrophobia. 
It is jingoism gone mad. 


And for this jingoism. England, more 
than anybody else, is responsible. At the 
treaWof Berlin, England offered to take 
enre of the Christians within the terri- 
tories of the sultau. How she has done so, 
the slaughter of 1,000,000 Christians in the 
f.hn, that has elapsed sufficiently testifies. 
The pretensions were the bloodiest kind 
of a cloudy farce. 
The slaughter now go- 


ing an in Armenia t» the aftermath of 
British jingoism. 


"War to this nation will mean the de- 
'ruction nf our libertj 
It will mean the 


settimz tip of military ideal for the peo- 
ple. It will mean possibly the substitu- 
tion of the empire for the blutlngs of re- 
publicanism. Just think of It, an empire. 
Here wo now talk of making one man 
president for the third term. 
Twelve 


years with more power than Is enjoyed by 
most European monarchs. It is prepoiter- 
ous. I protest against any one man hav- 
ing 13 years of such extraordinary power. 
Who is he that he is absolutely necessary 
to tho safety of the republic?"
